The subject matters of claims 1-4, 7 7 9, 11, and 12 do not appear to be novel in view of 
document 1 cited in the ISR. 

Document 1 describes an observation device, in which a light path switching section (or a 
light path division member), provided on a light path connecting an ocular lens and an objective lens 
and switching between guiding a light path between the ocular lens and the objective lens and 
guiding an image displayed in a display section to the ocular lens, is arranged between the objective 
lens and a position where an intermediate image of an object is formed, and between an erect optical 
system (a prism) and the objective lens (also see the drawings). And the observation device 
comprises a beam splitter which divides and guides an image, displayed in a liquid crystal display 
device which is the display section, to respective right and left ocular lenses, and an image-forming 
lens. 

The subject matters of claims 10 and 14 do not appear to involve an inventive step in view of 
documents 1 and 2 cited in the ISR. 

Document 2 describes binoculars comprising two observation devices, having a constitution 
in which a light path switching section or a light path division section is provided in the respective 
right and left sides, and a well-known constitution in which an objective lens is movable along the 
direction of a light path connecting an ocular lens and the objective lens. Therefore, it is considered 
easy to arrive at the subject matters of claims 10 and 14 by combining the constitution described in 
document 1 with the constitution described in document 2. 

The subject matter of claim 13 does not appear to involve an inventive step in view of 
documents 1 and 3 cited in the ISR. 

Document 3 describes a binocular device capable of observing an image displayed in a 
display section through an ocular lens, in which the display section displays various information 
other than a photographed image. Therefore, a person skilled in the art could have easily arrived at 
the subject matter of claim 13 by selecting various information as described in document 3, for 
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example a display of an asthenopia- recovering image, as content to be displayed in the display 
section of document 1 . Meanwhile, changing the various information to be displayed also could have 
been easily conceived. 

The subject matters of claims 21 and 22 do not appear to involve an inventive step in view of 
documents 1 and 4 cited in the 1SR. 

Document 4 describes a well-known constitution, in which an eye pad member preventing 
hannf ul light from approaching is provided in the vicinity of an ocular lens. Therefore, it is 
considered easy to arrive at the subject matters of claims 21 and 22 by adding the well-known 
constitution of document 4 to the observation device of document 1 . Meanwhile, providing an eye 
pad member on the objective lens side instead of on the ocular lens side is a mere matter of design 
variation a person skilled in the art could have performed as required. 

The subject matter of claim 23 does not appear to involve an inventive step in view of 
documents 1 and 5 cited in the ISR. 

Document 5 describes a well-known constitution, in which an ocular lens is movable along 
the direction of a light path connecting the ocular lens and an objective lens. Therefore, it is 
considered easy to arrive at the subject matter of claim 23 by adding the well-known constitution 
described in document 5 to document L. 

The subject matters of claims 5, 6, 15-20, and 24-29 are neither described nor suggested in 
any of the documents cited in the ISR. And they arc not obvious to a person skilled in the art cither. 
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The subject matters of claims 1 -4, 7-9, 1 1 , and 1 2 do not appear to be novel in view of 
document 1 cited in the ISR. 

Document 1 describes an observation device, in which a light path switching section (or a 
light path division member), provided on a light path connecting an ocular lens and an objective lens 
and switching between guiding a light path between the ocular lens and the objective lens and 
guiding an image displayed in a display section to the ocular lens, is arranged between the objective 
lens and a position where an intermediate image of an object is formed, and between an erect optical 
system (a prism) and the objective lens (also see the drawings). And the observation device 
comprises a beam splitter which divides and guides an image, displayed in a liquid crystal display 
device which is the display section, to respective right and left ocular lenses, and an image-forming 
lens. 

The subject matters of claims 10 and 14 do not appear to involve an inventive step in view of 
documents 1 and 2 cited in the ISR. 

Document 2 describes binoculars comprising two observation devices, having a constitution 
in which a light path switching section or a light path division section is provided in the respective 
right and left sides, and a well-known constitution in which an objective lens is movable along the 
direction of a light path connecting an ocular lens and the objective lens. Therefore, it is considered 
easy to arrive at the subject matters of claims 10 and 14 by combining the constitution described in 
document 1 with the constitution described in document 2. 

The subject matter of claim 13 does not appear to involve an inventive step in view of 
documents 1 and 3 cited in the ISR. 

Document 3 describes a binocular device capable of observing an image displayed in a 
display section through an ocular lens, in which the display section displays various information 
other than a photographed image. Therefore, a person skilled in the art could have easily arrived at 
the subject matter of claim 13 by selecting various information as described in document 3, for 
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example a display of an asthenopia- recovering image, as content to be displayed in the display 
section of document 1 . Meanwhile, changing the various information to be displayed also could have 
been easily conceived. 

The subject matters of claims 21 and 22 do not appear to involve an inventive step in view of 
documents 1 and 4 cited in the 1SR. 

Document 4 describes a well-known constitution, in which an eye pad member preventing 
harmful light from approaching is provided in the vicinity of an ocular lens. Therefore, it is 
considered easy to arrive at the subject matters of claims 21 and 22 by adding the well-known 
constitution of document 4 to the observation device of document 1. Meanwhile, providing an eye 
pad member on the objective lens side instead of on the ocular lens side is a mere matter of design 
variation a person skilled in the art could have performed as required. 

The subject matter of claim 23 does not appear to involve an inventive step in view of 
documents 1 and 5 cited in the ISR. 

Document 5 describes a well-known constitution, in which an ocular lens is movable along 
the direction of a light path connecting the ocular lens and an objective lens. Therefore, it is 
considered easy to arrive at the subject matter of claim 23 by adding the well-known constitution 
described in document 5 to document 1. 

The subject matters of claims 5, 6, 15-20, and 24-29 are neither described nor suggested in 
any of the documents cited in the ISR. And they arc not obvious to a person skilled in the art cither. 
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
